Cyclone at New Rich- 
mond Not Known. 


Latest Estimates Say That It Will 
Reach at Least One Hun- 
dred and Fifty. 


Many Dismembered and Charred 
Bodies Will Never Be 
Recognized. 


Fire Adds Its Horrors to the Desolate 
Scene— Relief Arrives from 
Many Points. 


Tornado Destroys All But Two Build= 
ings at Herman, Neb.—A Large 
Number of Persons Killed. 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 14.—The 
Times says: There are well -uap 
to 150 dead in and about New 
Richmond. Of these only about 90 in 
New Richmond will be recognized, for 
the reason that the fire has charred 
their bodies. They could not be exam- 
ined Tuesday, as the fire was still burn- 
ing, and it was impossible to enter the 
houses. Relief trains will be sent from 
Minneapolis to-day, and the Minneapo- 
lis board of trade has requested the 
New Richmond officials to draw on 
them for $2,000. Thisis simply a begin- 
ning of the relief fund. ‘The millers 
have said they would give a lot of flour. 

Krom the Stricken Town. 

New Richmond, Wis., June 14.—The 
tornado that has swept out of existence 
the prosperous little city of New Rich- 
mond is the most disastrous in point of 
fatality ever occurring in this section. 
The exact number of dead is still un- 
known, but it will certainly reach 100, 
and very probably will considerably ex- 
ceed that figure. As they were recov- 
ered the bodies were brought to the 
schoolhouse or to the Catholic or Con- 
gregational churches. Thence they are 
to be taken to the cemetery, except ina 
few cases, where homes still stood, in 
which the remains can be kept for a few 
hours, during which the final tribute 
of love could be tendered by the bþe- 
reaved families. The bodies were pre- 
pared for burial:‘by local and visiting 
undertakers, and as soon as identified 
were marked and disposed of as their 
friends requested. 

Rendered Great Assistance. 

Nurses and physicians from St. Paul, 


“who had come down by special train on 


the Omaha road as soon as news of the 
disaster reached the Minnesota capi- 
tal, were of great help, all night and 
day, and when the day closed all the 
seriously injured were believed to have 
been cared for. Those whose injuries 
were serious, but whose chances for re- 
covery were believed to be good, were 
quickly sent to the hospitals of St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, where better 
care can be given them. The slightly 


-injured and those whose cases seem 


hopeless were kept here and were given 
the best attention possible. The list of 
dead is gradually increasing during 
the day, and Tuesday night it seemed 


that 100 might be the minimum esti- | 


mate of the dead, while the list of the 
injured will reach and perhaps exceed 
200. 

Finding the Dead. 

During the afternoon Patrick Kating, 
the 14-year-old son of Nat Kating, was 
brought to the Catholic church. The 
body was horribly mangled. A little 
daughter of a Mr. Williams was brought 
to the same place from the ruins of her 
father’s home near the railroad tracks. 
Walter Farrell, a boy, was also laid 
among the dead in that church. Pat 
McNally, who was injured, died dur- 
ing the day, and at a late hour Tues- 
day afternoon the rescuers gathered to- 
gether most of the pieces of the man- 
gled body of Michael Heffron, and- he 
was added to the list of dead. During 
the day scattered groups of rescuers 
searched the debris where bodies might 
be found. :

The Western Union 
Telegraph company notified the mayor 
that all messages relating to relief and 
the needs of the stricken city would be 
earried out free. Hundreds of morbid- 
ly curious people from neighboring 
cities thronged the ruined town ‘lues- 
day and crowded about those whose 
hearts had been wrung with anguish. 
A Seene of Desolation. 

The desolate view of the New Rich- 
mond of to-day is one not soon to be for- 
gotten. Along the broken fragments of 
their homes the people wander help- 


-lessly, striving somewhat aimlessly and 


hopelessly to gather together what had 
been left to them. On the east and west 
limits of the city many houses were still 
standing with. little or no damage, and 
te Aese homes the occupants welcomed 
their less fortunate neighbors and 
friends, giving them such aid as was 
possible and the sympathy that are so 
much to stricken souls. The prop- 
erty list cannot be estimated at this 
time, and may never be accurately 
known. It was almost total, for the in- 
surance agents report that no tornado 
insurance was. carried in the town and 
only a small number of places where 
fire joined in the destruction of prop- 
erty will the business men be at all re- 
imbursed for their losses. A hurried 
list places the number of buildings ŭe- 
troyed at 133. 
Estimate of the Dead. 

It is the average resident of New 
Richmond who estimates the loss of 
life most seriously. They claim that 
hundreds are missing who were buried 
in the ruins and there incinerated. 
One such is C. A. Nelson, who owned the 
Columbian restaurant, located on Main 
street. His estimate of the loss is 400 
dead. He says that when the rainstorm, 
which preceded the cyclone, broke, not 
less than 20 persons rushed into his 
place for shelter.

In the Congregational church, 15 
bodies were laid out on the seats, and 
through the aisles a throng surged in 
search of their dead..

RUIN AT OTHER POINTS, 


Great Damage by the Storm Reporien 
from Many Places. 


Barron, Wis., June 14.—-This city and 
surrounding country was on Monday 
night visited by a severe tornado which 
did untold damage. The storm came up 
about seven o’clock and for several 


minutes was watched with fearful ap- 


prehension. The scene was awful to be- 
hold. The storm started by a cloud- 
burst, which drenched everything. 
Churches, mills, residences and busi- 
ness blocks were wholly or partially 
damaged. The dwelling of W. P. How- 
ard was turned over on its side. Mrs.

The electric 
light and telephone wires are down. 
Up to four o’clock no casualties were 
reported. Thousands of trees were up- 
rooted, and the aggregate loss will 
amount to a great deal. 
In St. Croix County, Wis. 

Minneapolis, Minn., June 14.—A spe- 
cial to the Tribune from Hudson, Wis., 
says: The cyclone which passed 
through St. Croix county Monday 
night beggars all description. No ac- 
count is exaggerated. Wherever it 
passed the buildings are completely de- 
stroyed. At Boardman the farm build- 
ings of Mrs. Kate Heffron are destroyed 
und Mrs. Heffron killed. 

The storm center seemed to strike the 
farm buildings of Mr. Spencer and Mrs. 
liurd. The buildings were numerous 
and well protected by large elm shade 
trees, but it can hardly be imagined 
now that it was ever used for such a 
purpose. There is scarcely a board a 
foot long to be found anywhere near, 
and the trees that were not torn out 
of the ground look like some old timber 
slashings, the bark being completely 
twisted off them. Mr. Spencer and 
family were in the cellar and escaped 
with slight injuries, but not so at Mrs. 
Hurd’s. She was killed, with a little 
girl that was stopping with her. A 
man named Neige, from Deer Park, 
who drove in for the storm to pass, was 
also killed. Dead horses and stock are 
to be seen everywhere in the line of the 
storm.

Tornado Destroys All But Two Build-«~ 
ings at Herman, Neb.—A Large 
Number of Persons Killed. 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 14.—The 
Times says: There are well up 
to 150 dead in and about New 
Richmond. Of these only about 90 in 
New Richmond will be recognized, for 
the reason that the fire has charred 
their bodies. They could not be exam- 
ined Tuesday, as the fire was still burn- 
ing, and it was impossible to enter the 
houses. Relief trains will be sent from 
Minneapolis to-day, and the Minneapo- 
lis board of trade has requested the 
New Richmond officials to draw on 
them for $2,000. This is simply a begin- 
ning of the relief fund. ‘lhe millers 
have said they would give a lot of flour. 

From the Stricken Town. 

New Richmond, Wis., June 14.—The 
tornado that has swept out of existence 
the prosperous little city of New Rich- 
mond is the most disastrous in point of 
fatality ever occurring in this section. 
The exact number of dead is still un- 
known, but it will certainly reach 100, 
and very probably will considerably ex- 
ceed that figure. As they were recov- 
ered the bodies were brought to the 
schoolhouse or to the Catholic or Con- 
gregational churches. Thence they are 
to be taken to the cemetery, except ina 
few cases, where homes still stood, in 
which the remains can be kept for a few 
hours, during which the final tribute 
of love. could be tendered by the bþe- 
reaved families. ‘The bodies were pre- 
pared for burial'by local and visiting 
undertakers, and as soon as identified 
were marked and disposed of as their 
friends requested. 

Rendered Great Assistance. 

Nurses and physicians from St. Paul, 


“who had come down by special train on 


the Omaha road as soon as news of the 
disaster reached the Minnesota capi- 
tal, were of great help, all night and 
day, and when the day closed all the 
seriously injured were believed to have 
been cared for. Those whose injuries 
were serious, but whose chances for re- 
covery were believed to be good, were 
quickly sent to the hospitals of St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, where better 
care can be given them. The slightly 


-injured and those whose cases seem 


hopeless were kept here and were given 
the best attention possible. The list of 
dead is gradually increasing during 
the day, and Tuesday night it seemed 
that 100 might be the minimum esti- 
mate of the dead, while the list of the 
injured will reach and perhaps exceed 
200. 
Finding the Dead. 

During the afternoon Patrick Kating, 
the 14-year-old son of Nat Kating, was 
brought to the Catholic church. The 
body was horribly mangled. A little 
daughter of a Mr. Williams was brought 
to the same place from the ruins of her 
father’s home near the railroad tracks. 
Walter Farrell, a boy, was also laid 
among the dead in that church. Pat 
McNally, who was injured, died dur- 
ing the day, and at a late hour Tues- 
day afternoon the rescuers gathered to- 
gether most of the pieces of the man- 
gled body of Michael Heffron, and he 
was added to the list of dead. During 
the day scattered groups of rescuers 
searched the debris where bodies might 
be found. 

Fire Adds Its Horrors. 

A fire company kept two streams of 
water pouring on the smoldering ruins, 
for fire had been added to the horrors 
of the tornado, and a dozen fires were 
blazing till a heavy rain at the close 
of the day extinguished the flames. 
Some of the merchants organized a 
salvage corps and managed to save 
some property, but the amount was 
small, 

The Ruined City. 

The business portion of the city cov- 
ered a space of four squares each way 
and was solidly built of brick and 
stone. This entire space was swept 
clear, foundation walls and in some 


, plaees masses of debris alone marking 


where the business places formerly 
stood. Trees that had lined the streets 
of the neighboring residence district 
were broken clear off and twisted and 
The tornado came up the 
river from Hudson, where the damage 
was comparatively slight. 
the general course of the river and the 
branch of the Omaha road, the storm 
gained in intensity as it progressed and 
was at its worst when it struck the 
business center of New Richmond. Out- 
lying residences in the path of the 
storm were stripped of shingles and 
boards or sides were blown off, or, as 
more frequently happened, were torn 
nder and the fragments were scat- 
tered to the four winds of heaven.

The Omaha 
ard the Wisconsin Central roads 
promptly carried through all the sup- 
plies and delivered them to relief head- 
quarters, whence they were delivered 
to the people of the city. Congressman 
J. J. Jenkin, of this district, arrived 
early on the scene and promptly ad- 
vised Gov. Scofield of the situation and 
the need of relief. The Western Union 
Telegraph company notified the mayor 
that all messages relating to relief and 
the needs of the stricken city would be 
carried out free. Hundreds of morbid- 
ly curious people from neighboring 
cities thronged the ruined town Tues- 
day and crowded about those whose 
hearts had been wrung with anguish. 
A Scene of Desolation. 

The desolate view of the New Rich- 
mond of to-day is one not soon to be for- 
gotten. Along the broken fragments of 
their homes the people wander help- 


- lessly, striving somewhat aimlessly and 


hopelessly to gather together what had 
been left to them. On the east and west 
limits of the city many houses were still 
standing with. little or no damage, and 
to Aese homes the occupants welcomed 
their less fortunate neighbors and 
friends, giving them such aid as was 
possible and the sympathy that are so 
much to stricken souls. The prop- 
erty list cannot be estimated at this 
time, and may never be accurately 
known. It was almost total, for the in- 
surance agents report that no tornado 
insurance was carried in the town and 
only a small number of places where 
fire joined in the destruction of prop- 
erty will the business men be at all re- 
imbursed for their losses. A hurried 
list plaees the number of buildings ŭe- 
troyed at 133. 
Estimate of the Dead, 

It is the average resident of New 
Richmond who estimates the loss of 
life most seriously. They claim that 
hundreds are missing who were buried 
in the ruins and there incinerated. 
One such is C. A. Nelson, who owned the 
Columbian restaurant, located on Main 
street. His estimate of the loss is 400 
dead. He says that when the rainstorm, 
which preceded the cyclone, broke, not 
less than 20 persons rushed into his 
place for shelter. 
not more than four besides himself es- 
eaped. 

In the Congregational chureh, 15 
bodies were laid out on the seats, and 
through the aisles a throng surged in 
search of their dead.. The young wom- 
en of the church rendered ready assist- 
ance in caring for the dead and reliev- 
ing the sufferings of the wounded. At 
the Catholic church, a similar scene was 
enacted. Here a dozen bodies were laid 
out, and some of them were awaiting 
identification. At noon several other 
corpses were added to those already 
there. In John Glidden’s family only 
one escaped injury. The family was in 
the living rooms over the store on Main 
street when the storm struck. Mrs. 
John Glidden was killed. Mr. Glidden, 
John Glidden, Jr.; Mary, aged 24; 
Charles, aged 16, and Ella, aged 10, 
were all seriously hurt. Mary was car- 
ried a block from the house and alight- 
ed at the edge of the mill pond. Many 
bodies are thought to be in this pond. 

Appeals for Help. 

Milwaukee, June 14.—The following 
telegram has just been received from 
Congressman John J. Jenkins from 
New Richmond, Wis., addressed to the 
governor and chamber of commerce: 


“The city wiped out by storm. Every 
business building and contents and over 
half the dwellings and contents total loss. 
Many hundred dwellings and _ contents 
partly injured. Over 100 wounded. Forty 
dead bodies, many missing and ruins burn- 
ing. Local people making heroic efforts 
and giving freely of what little they have 
They can be furnished for a short 
time, but with few exceptions no food or 
clothing. Not an article of goods, wares or 
merchandise left by noon. There will not 
be a mouthful to eat; must have immediate 
relief; will require aid for some time. Not 
a coffin or article to bury the dead. Prac- 
tically destitution prevails. Will you noti- 
fy the public and ask them that aid be 
forwarded as soon as possible.” 

Gov. Scofield’s Proclamation, 


Madison, Wis., June 14.—Gov. Sco- 
field Tuesday issued a proclamation 
calling upon the people of Wisconsin 
to come to the aid of the calamity- 
stricken people at New Richmond. The 
supplies or money collected should be 
sent as promptly as possible to Maj. 
M. R. Doyon, at New Richmond, whom 
the governor has appointed to take 
charge of relief until local committees 
are able to do it.

All the citizens of Blair have thrown 


open their houses to the wounded, and ' 


the unfortunates are being cared for 
by competent surgeons. Many of the 
injured will die, but some of them re- 


ceived but slight injuries. It is impos- 
sible at this hour, owing to the confu- 
sion, to ascertain the number of dead, 
but 12 are known to have been killed, 
and the list will run very much higher. 


RUIN AT OTHER POINTS. 


Great Damage by the Storm Meporten 
from Many Places. 

Barron, Wis., June 14.--This city and 
surrounding country was on Monday 
night visited by a severe tornado which 
did untold damage. The storm came up 
about seven o’clock and for several 


minutes was watched with fearful ap- 


prehension. The scene was awful to be- 
hold. The storm started by a cloud- 
burst, which drenched everything. 
Churches, mills, residences and busi- 
ness blocks were wholly or partially 
damaged. The dwelling of W. P. How- 
ard was turned over on its side. Mrs. 
Howard was injured so that her re- 
covery is doubtful. Mr. Howard re- 
ceived slight injuries. The electric 
light and telephone wires: are down. 
Up to four o’clock no casualties were 
reported. Thousands of trees were up- 
rooted, and the aggregate loss will 
amount to a great deal. 
In St. Croix County, Wis. 

Minneapolis, Minn., June 14.—A spe- 
cial to the Tribune from Hudson, Wis., 
says: The cyclone which passed 
through St. Croix county Monday 
night beggars all description. No ac- 
count is exaggerated. Wherever. it 
passed the buildings are completely de- 
stroyed. At Boardman the farm build- 
ings of Mrs. Kate Heffron are destroyed 
und Mrs. Heffron killed. 

The storm center seemed to strike the 
farm buildings of Mr. Spencer and Mrs. 
liurd. The buildings were numerous 
and well protected by large elm shade 
trees, but it can hardly be imagined 
now that it was ever used for such a 
purpose. There is scarcely a board a 
foot long to be found anywhere near, 
and the trees that were not torn out 
of the ground look like some old timber 
slashings, the bark being completely 
twisted off them. Mr. Spencer and 
family were in the cellar and escaped 
with slight injuries, but not so at Mrs. 
Hurd’s. She was killed, with a little 
girl that was stopping with her. A 
man named Neige, from Deer Park, 
who drove in for the storm to pass, was 
also killed. Dead horses and stock are 
to be seen everywhere in the line of the 
storm. 


Pension Decision. 

Washington, June 14.—The commis- 
sioner of pensions has rendered a deci- 
sion that the receipt of a municipal pen- 
sion by widows of firemen, policemen 
and other municipal employes does not 
vitiate their right to a federal pension. 
The ground taken is that the municipal 
pension is a gratuity and not a vested 
right. 

Loubet’s Assailant Sentenced. 

Paris, June 14. — Baron Christiani, 
who assaulted President Loubet with 
a cane at the Auteuil races, June 4, 
was sentenced Tuesaay to four years’ 
imprisonment. 


Fraud Unearthed. 

Quincy, Ill., June 14.—Some scandal 
was created Tuesday by a report of the 
committee of the board of supervisors 
investigating the burial of paupers. 
They found 27 bodies missing for 
whose burial the county had paid. In 
some cases rough pine boxes filled with 
stones were found when the graves 
were opened. The undertakers sold the 
bodies to medical colleges and buried 
dry goods boxes for coffins.

Their shooting was most accurate. 
The first lot of canister.burst directly 
in front of Scott’s guns and another 
shattered the legs of a private in the 
Fourteenth infantry.

Caught in a Trap.

After their ammunition was nearly 
exhausted, the companies of the Twen- 
ty-first retreated, but Gen. Lawton 
dashed down and rallied the men. 

A Desperate Stand. 
A little group made adesperate stand,

Donovan and Sonnelly taking rifles 
from the wounded men and firing at 
the enemy, bringing down some of the 
rebel sharpshooters from a tree. Final- 
ly their cartridges were all gone and 
they were forced to break through the 
enemy’s flank, carrying the wounded 
to the main body of the troops. 

Lieut. Donovan, whose leg was 
broken, floundered for a mile through 
a bog after leading his men in the face 
of a greatly superior force. 

Wait for Reeuforcements. 

Gen. Lawton ceased fighting until re- 
enforcements could be brought up. 
Two battalions of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment and one battalion of the Ninth 
regiment were hurried to the front, 
and in the afternoon the battle was re- 
sumed. 7

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Rumor of Luna’s Assassination, 

Manila, June 14.—Information, be- 
lieved to be reliable, has reached here 
of the assassination of Gen. Luna and 
his aide-de-camp, Lieut.

DECLINED TO ACCEPT. 


M. Poincare Is Offered the Premier= 
ship by President Loubet But 
Refuses the Honor. 


Paris, June 14.—The air is full of re- 
ports regarding the probable successor 
of M. Dupuy as premier. M. Poincare 
was the favorite Tuesday morning, but 
after three-quarters of an hour spent 
in conference with the-president he de- 
clined to accept the task. He is a mod- 
erate republican, and evidently doubted 
he would be able to succeed in forming 
a cabinet, which the papers think, after 
Monday’s vote, must be a radical cab- 
inet. 

M. Poincare has been asked by M. 
Loubet to return to the Elysee palace 
this morning, when it is expected a def- 
inite proposal will be made to him to 
construct a cabinet. It is said that M. 
Deleasse insists on retaining the for- 
eign office portfolio rather than accept- 
ing that of the interior, and that M. 
Bourgeois prefers continuing a men- 
ber of the French delegation at The 
Hague to accepting a cabinet post. 


Destroyed by Forest Fires. 

St. Johns, N. F., June 14.—The village 
of Bay of Islands, a sett#ement on the 
western coast of Newfoundland, form- 
ing part of what is ealled the French 
shore, was destroyed py forest fires 
Monday. Sixty-nine houses were burned 
to the ground and 37 families rendered 
homeless.

FOR FIRST YEAR IN HIGH SCHOOL 
AND EIGHT GRADE. 


The committee on teachers and text 
books of the school board last night 
recommended that $200 be voted for 
physical culture for students of 
high school and eighth grade, with Miss 
Helen Bender, assistant in physical 
culture in the University, as instructor 
for two hours per day. 

Every member of the board seemed 
heartily in accord with the idea. The 
first idea was to confine the instruction 
to the girls and the younger boys. But 
the sentiment of the board seemed to 
be so unanimous thatit would be best 
for all, so that a line had to be drawn 


‘somewhere on account of limited facili- 


ties, and it was finally agreed that the 
work should be made compulsory for 
all students of the first year of the high 
school and the eighth grade, with the 
provision that the superintendent 
could use his discretion about excusing 
the older pupils of the classes from be- 
ing included in the rule. 

The idea prevailed that it was best 
to start in on this schedule. Said Supt. 


Slauson: ‘“‘At the outset ther2 will be 
opposition from the girls. If not, Ann 
Arbor will be different from other 


places. It is much wiser to begin small 
and show good results than to attempt 
too much and fail.. The girls’ dresses 
will not be suitable to what they will be 
obliged to undergo, and they wiil go 
home and complain. The result wiil be 
that their parents will want them ex- 
cused.” 

Mr. Eberbach—‘“‘I don’t see what ob- 
jection there would be if this is on the 
line of health, unless the girls’ dresses 
would split.”

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Risks of Telephone Speaking. 


Beware of the unwashed telepnone. It 


is a constant menace to the public 
health. A bacteriologist tells us that 
more cases of influenza have been 
coughed, spluttered and sneezed into 
the telephone, to be contracted by the 
next user of the instrument, than have 
proceeded from all other sources com- 
bined. Our informant visited several 
hotels, and also a number of public 
telephone exchanges. He carried with 
him some wire and clean cotton. He 
mounted the cotton on a piece of wire 
and rubbed it around the inside of the- 
mouthpiece of the telephone receiver. 
These were each placed in a small bot- 
tle and carefully sealed. The first cot- | 
ton ball examined revealed a multitude 
of the influenza bacili, and it was so 
with the scrapings from all of the tele- 
phones. It is thus quite plain that the, 
wide prevalence of the disease is part- 
ly due to the use of infected telephones, 
It is known that the germs are 
tained in the secretions, and nothing is. 
more natural than that they should 
reach the receivers.—Science Siftings. 


Valuable Discovery in Oregoa. 

Much interest is centered in the re- 
cent discovery near Gladstone, Ore., 
of a substance closely resembling 
kaolin. The specimens thus far tested 
are of a lustrous, grayish appearance, 
soft and surprisingly free from foreign 
substances.

A Great Planet on Exhibition. 

There will be fine opportunities dur- 
ing the coming summer for amateurs in 
astronomy to view the planet Jupiter 
| In June Jupiter will be near the me- 
| ridian, or noon line, about 9 o’clock in 
the evening, and no star will equal him 

| in brilliancy. Even an opera glass will 
peene to show one or more of his 
moons, when they are favorably situ- 
ated, and a pocket telescope will oc- 
casionally show all four. An excel: 
| lent opportunity of this kind will oc- 
| cur on the night of June 1, about 10:30 
o’clock, eastern time, when two of the 
moons will be seen, one above the 
other, west of the planet, while the 
other two are strung out, at a greater 
| distance, on the east side. The very 
| next night, at the same hour, a most 
| interesting arrangement of moons will 
be visible, for then all four will appear 
in a row east of the planet, standing 
in the order of their true distances 
: from Jupiter, beginning with number 
, one at the inner end of the row, and 
‘finishing with number four at the 
| outer end. 


Electric Bells Rung by the Sun. 
Prof. Torvald Kohl of. the Odder ob- 
'servatory, Denmark, reports that when 
the great sun spot of September last 
was crossing the solar meridian, mag- 
nificent auroral lights flashed across 
the heavens and the electric bells in 
the great telegraph station at Freder- 
ica rang without any visible cause. The 
telegraphic service in Denmark was 
disturbed for hours during the auroral 
display. Prof. Kohl thinks that the 
agency of the sun in producing the 
phenomena was evident. Similar ex- 
hibitions, of “wireless telegraphy” be- 
tween the sun and the earth have been 
noted in the. „past.

THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


Red Cross Subcommittee Makes a 
Highly Important Advance- 
Position of Germany. 


The Hague, June 14.—The Red Cross 
subcommittee of the peace conference 
has reported in favor of applying the 
Geneva convention to naval warfare, 
This is regarded as a highly important 
advance. | 

The adaptation of the principles of 
the Geneva convention to naval warfare 


is regarded as the first real achievement 


of the conference. 
In view of the statement published 
in the United States that Mr. Frederick 


: Holls, of the American delegation to the 


peace conference, had cabled to the 
state department at Washington that 
Germany was opposed to arbitration in 
principle a correspendent called upon 
Mr. Holls, who declared there was ab- 
solutely no foundation for such a 
statement. He said that, as a matter 
of fact, he had not sent the state de- 
partment a message of any kind since 
his arrival here, and the cable message 
forwarded by the delegation had not 
contained the least justification for the 
statement published. He said:
